Yank BASE jumpers 
Austin Carey and Jay 
Rawe spent almost a year 
in intensive recovery after 
breaking their backs in a near- 
fatal fall. But while normal 
people wouldn’t so much as 
jump off a kerb after that, the 
pair are back doing the sport 
that almost killed them. 

Their parachutes tangled 
as they leaped off a bridge in 
Idahoand plummeted 150 
metres onto the riverbank. 
Rawe smashed a vertebra and 
badly damaged two more, 
while Carey’s back was broken 
so badly doctors thought he 
might not walkagain. 

Rawe lost his balance while 


i standing on Carey’s shoulders at 
' the start of the jump. It all went 
downhill from there: “I grabbed 
his pilot chute,” he explained, 
“then landed in his parachute ... I 
^ kicked my feet over my head, fell 
^ out, and remember spinning at 
i the ground as it got closer and 
I knowing we were gonna hit.” 

Despite a healing process 
that was “insanely” rough, 
the duo vowed to keep BASE 
\ jumping. Just a few weeks ago 
I Carey went back and hurled 
^ himself off the exact same 
i bridge where their troubles 
I began.

Wheelchair-bound channp nnakes 
drift car to help disabled dudes 


You know how chick- 
lit films leave your 
girl looking like she’s been 
rubbing her eyes with raw 
onions? The story of disabled 
drifter Rob Parsons’ inventive 
genius is the equivalent for 
blokes. Parsons landed stiff 
legged in a dirt-track bingle 
in June2011, breaking both 
legs, puncturing his lungs 
and severing his spinal cord. 

The Californian left 
hospital six months later, 
after a bacterial back 
infection, paralysed waist- 
down — but with the idea of 
building a unique car so he 
could continue drifting. 

OverlS months, he 
customised a 1991 Nissan 
180SX chassis from the seat 
of his wheelchair. His biggest 
challenge was the electronic 


clutch system, which 
needed to work as quickly 
as someone kicking a pedal. 

He got a chance to show 
off his 447kW motor in the 
first runout of his Chairslayers 
Foundation, which is on a 
mission to help disabled 
people try motor sport. 

Ben Conolly, 17, contacted 
Parsons, and he and his folks 
were flown to the US by the 
Starlight Foundation. The 
Yank took the young kid 
through the clutch, then he 
supervised as Ben, who’s 
paralysed due to a tumour, 
killed a set of tyres. 

“It’s been the best day 
of my life so far, for sure,” 
Conolly said afterwards. 

So there you have it: proof 
that being a hoon is actually 
good for humanity.

Paddling out just becanne 1000 per cent 
easier thanks to 57kmh wave-breaker 


After eight years 
of development, 
the JetSurf — a Kevlar/ 
carbon-fibre surfboard 
with a two-stroke lOOcc 
engine designed by a former 
Formulal engineer— has 
hit the market for $17,000. 
Needing a tow into the 
world’s biggest waves could 
become a thing of the past. 

“You’ll be able to ride big 
waves a lot more often than

The Aussie who beat 
MANNY PACQUIAO 

Local boxer Nedal “Skinny” Hussein once KO’d the world’s best 
— but got ripped off by the ref. Here’s his take on Pacquiao... 



“I’ve got nothing 
against Manny, but the 
refereeing was terrible” 



“Skinny” Hussein was one 
of the most feared fighters 
on the planet. He was 
aggressive, possessed an 
iron chin and was knocking 
down whomever they stood 
in front of him. So they 
put him up against world 
champion Manny Pacquiao... 
and he dropped him, too. 

One of the dodgiest 
refereeing decisions against 
an Aussie ever saw Pacquiao 
given up to 18 seconds to 
compose himself after 
hitting the canvas — much 
longerthan the 10 seconds 
boxing rules allow. Later 
in the round Skinny was 
dubiously deducted a point 
for using his elbow, and he’s 
still annoyed about it today. 
“I thought I won the fight 
there,” he says bitterly. 

“And I was never really 
the same after that.” 


n 2000 you were 
undefeated, and then you 
went to the Philippines... 

It was a hostile crowd and 
it was a hostile place, but I was 
up for it. He was a world 
champ at the time and 
defending his international 
title. They made it very hard 
for us over there. They had us 
staying three hours away from 
where the fight was. 


Did you know much about 
Pacman before the fight? 

To be honest, I didn’t really 
rate him. He was a super 
bantamweight backthen. 
He’d beaten a few blokes, 
but I thought I was better 
than the ones that he beat. 
What’s Manny like to fight? 
He’s very quickand sharp and 
very unpredictable. He’s in 
and out, he’s side to side. He’s 
not the most awkward fighter 
I’ve fought, but he’s definitely 


the trickiest. He was smart 
and cagey. I mean, after 
I hit him with that jab [that 
knocked him down] I hardly 
hit him with one after it. 
What did you think of 
him out of the ring? 

He’s a good bloke. He’s a 
champion. He’s good to his 
people and there’s a reason 
why everybody loves him. 
What was going on up until 
you decked him? Were you 
feeling confident? 


I knew he’d come out 
ata million milesan 
hour. He’d do 
that back in the 
day; he’d blow 
guys away in 
one or two 
rounds. And 
when he 
came out 
against me he 
tried to do the 
same thing. He 
had mein the corner and he 
was going berserk! And he 
ran into a couple of my left 
hooks and sort of settled 
down. After a minute he had 
more respect for me and he 
stopped being reckless and 
wild.

I thought the fight was over. 
That’s the honest truth. He 
got up, he was game. He 
didn’t want to lose. I’ve got 
nothing against Manny, but 
the refereeing was terrible. 
The long count had nothing 
to do with Manny. 

Was the ref a crook? 

One hundred percent! He 
hasn’t reffed since. When 
we did contracts for the fight 
they told us we’d have an 
American ref. But they 
got this guy who was an 
American citizen, but he 
was from the Philippines.

Qwhatdoyou 
think will happen 
in the big fight? 

I think Floyd will win. 

I wasn’t impressed 
with Manny’s recent 
fights.

ou won the 
Tour Down

race in the heat. Was 
that the best prep 
for taking on the world one- 
hour record weeks later? 

It’s a funny thing with cycling 
that your first race of the year 
is always a bit harder than 
yoursecond, third orfourth 
one. Your body is just not 
used to it but once you do get 
that race in, your body sort of 
opens up a bit more and you 
go to a level where training 
can’t take you. This was the 
best time for me to go for it. 
Would you have broken the 
record if you hadn’t done 
the Tour Down Under? 

I would still have broken 
the record but I don’t think it 
would have been by as much. 
You can simulate the race a 


track background, that didn’t 
take too long, getting that 
smoothness back and 
getting the pacing 
strategy right. 

What was the pacing 
strategy? How did you 
approach it? 

Initially we thought, “OK, 
let’s break it down into four 
15-minute efforts.” Then we 
did a half-hourtest run at 
training and that went real 
easy. So I thought, “I’ll break 
it into half-hour blocks to 
begin with and then I’ll do 
two 15-minute efforts to 
finish.” That went really 
well, but at the same time, 
you have to get into a really 
repetitive mentality — go into 
the bend, out of the bend and 
hold form on the straights, 
into the next bend, pedal 
out, check your lap timeand 
adjust accordingly to what 
your schedule is. Just do that 


mechanical problems. It 
was just a matter of how 
much by. At 15 minutes to 
go I was in front of schedule 
and then it was just a matter 
of by how much. 

You didn’t worry your body 
might suddenly pack it in

I’ve never done more 
than 10km inonegoon the 
track so I was a little bit 
cautious to say I would do it 
easily, but after the half-hour 


test I was quite comfortable 
and that was the confidence 
boost to know I was going to 
break it on the day, for sure. 

Fellow Aussie Jack 
Bobridge attempted it a 
couple of weeks before you 
and was a wreck by the end 
(and missed the record) — 
in contrast, you were lifting 
your bike over your head... 
A lot of people ask, “How did 
you do that? You must have 
been fresh!” I was absolutely 
spent on the track, I couldn’t 
do anything more, but when 
you finally get that 30 to 
40-second breatherand 
you realise you’ve done 
something pretty significant 
you do get that bit of energy 
and do things like lift your 
bike. People obviously 
didn’t see the interview 
afterwards where I started 
cramping while sitting in 
a nice comfy chair... 

Lots of people are 
attempting your record 
now, including Sir Bradley 
Wiggins — are you going 
to try to set another for the 
hour that can’t be beaten? 
It’s definitely going to be 
broken in the next 12 months, 
if not the next four to six 
months. Alex Dowsett is 
doing it in May and he’s 
a big threat — I’ll be watching 
him closely. I’m not really 
planning on doing it anytime 
soon but I’ll definitely have 
another go at some time in 
my career, whether that’s 
five to 10 years... When I 
do, I will be trying to set 
a benchmark, like Brad 
Wiggins will be, that won’t 
be broken for a long time.
